AU of the fairs to be held rn Penn­ 
sylvania the coming fall will be made 
the occasion by the Food Administra­ 
tion to further the cause and spread 
the knowledge of food conservation. 
Springs Detailed plans for this work are be- 
Dies in ins made to Howard Heinz, United 
States Food Administrator for Penn­ 
sylvania, working through his coun 
ty administrators and in co-operation 
w’ith the officers of the various fair 
associations. 
Resolutions were adopted at the re­ 
cent meeting 
by the Pennsylvania 
State Association of County Fairs, by 
which the members pledged the facili­ 
ties of their fairs to aid in food con­ 
servation. 
In accordance 
with these resolu­ 
tions, the Food Administration ha* 
requested that each fair so revise its 
premium list that all prizes given for 
bread, cake and pastry shall take in­ 
to consideration the amount of wheat, 
fat and sugar saved. 
A majority of 
the fair associations have agreed to 
alter their premium lists accordingly 
and to eliminate prize* for pre-war 
foods which violate the regulations 
of the Food Administration. 
Those 
fairs which have not yet 
signified 
their willingness to adopt this pro­ 
gram are expected to do so very 
soon. 
The Food Administration will award 
official certificates 
and 
ribbons as 
prizes for the best display of war 
• foods. These certificates will be signed 
by Mr. Heinz and by the Food Admin­ 
istrator for the county in which the 
fair is held. Judging will be done un­ 
der the auspices of the local Food Ad­ 
ministration.

After having

for the 
greater part of a year, since Novem­ 
ber first to be exact, the local plant 
of the Auburn Shale Brick Company 
will again resume the manufacture of 
their product on Monday, 
July 22. 
During the time the plant has been 
inactive repairs and additions have 
been made entailing an expenditure 
of $7500, and putting the establish­ 
ment in position to do the work more 
promptly and decidedly more satis­ 
factorily than in the past. 


Machinery which ha* been installed 
does away with the old dry pan sys­ 
tem which did not permit of a uni­ 
form mixture of clay and shale, and 
did not do the work in such a way a* 
to permit operation during the winter 
months. 


A new automatic mixer nas been 
installed which will insure the proper 
proportions of materials in every lot 
of bricks, so that they will come out 
of the kilns of uniform size. 
Specifi­ 
cations on bricks have become very 
much 
more 
exact in the past few 
years 
than 
had formerly been 
the 
case and they cannat vary more than 
an eighth of an inch now, if they are 
to be accepted. 
Under the old dry 
pan system the mixture was never 
exact and as a result the bricks, while 
of fine appearance, were not all the 
same 
size—the action of the hea* 
showing up the difference in propor­ 
tions of shale anti clay. 


To install the new machiery at the 
Gettysburg plant required the con­ 
struction of an immense pit, the walls 
of which alone required 42,000 bricks. 
The supply of labor has been limited, 
and the machinery came months after 
it had been expected so that the plant 
has been tied up 
for a long time. 
Things are now in shape to resume 
operations, however, and the place 
will be busy again before the end of 
the present month. 


It is planned to put on a force of 
twenty two men. 
With these hand- 
and the present equipment the ave­ 
rage daily output will 
be 
15,000 
brick*. Ten more men, if they can be 
secured, will double the output. Labor 
is scarce, however, and it is doubt­ 
ful if the additional force can be had. 
Regarding the demand for brick. 
it is stated that the company can sell 
all it makes. 
Construction of fine 
residence* has been cut about 70 per 
• cent by the war, but the demand now 
is far common bricks, of good quality 
and uniform size. 
Practically no face 
brick art* wanted. 
The Gettysburg 
plant accordingly will go ahead with 
the common grade ami begin at one* 
to fill orders. 
The establishment at 
Auburn runs the entire year, and that 
will be the idea here.

I stood one night on a certain hill 
that commundR tim firing Urie In aa 
almost soundless panorama. 
Beside 
me was an officer of the Second Ca­ 
nadian division, who had Just eoine 
out. There that night, by lls white 
troll of Iridescent light, ive could trace 
the course of the firing line for muuy 
pities through France and Flanders. 
Just to our left the line of light 
Jutted far our, like a lone cape Into 
the ^«ea. 
“What is that Jutting-out 
place?” my friend Inquired. 
“That,” I answered, “I* the Ypres 
salient, the Bloody Angle of the Brit­ 
ish line.” 
To mention the name of Ypre* Is 
to have one's memory awakened with 
a veritable kaleidoscope of picture*. 
That trail of light that Jutted out Into 
the night looked like a caps, and an 
iron cape it ha* been through months 
and year* ut war. 
But the holding of 
that cape ha* heeu at an awful cost, 
and there was not an Inch along that 
trailing line of light that had not 
cost its trailing line of bloqd. 
Just after the Unit gas attack In 
April. 1915„ the wlu*le countryside was 
In a panic. 
The muds were filled with 
civilians In alarm, fleeing down coun­ 
try, and with Umbers and marching 
troops hastening up. I was passing 
through the town 
of Vlamerthigne, 
which Is situated two mile* beyond 
ypres. In a field at the side of the 
road I saw a funeral party. It con­ 
sisted of several pioneers, serving ax 
grave digger*, a gray-heuded Scottish 
major, and a corporal's guard to ut-t 
A* firing party. 
I learned that till* inconspicuous 
group were burying (he last original 
officer of a battalion of the Cameron 
Highlanders. The dead officer was a 
young subaltern, ami lite gray-haired 
old major was his father, who bad 
come from another regimen! to attent! 
the funeral of hi* son. 
So, over in a great deep trench, 
where a number of the rank and file of 
the fallen Camerons were already laid. 
the Iwidy of their dead subaltern was 
placed. As I haw the officer and Ids 
men of the bonnie Highland regiment 
thus laid to retd together, I thought 
of the requiem of Saul and Jonathan; 
“They were beautiful In their lives, 
und In their den tbs they were not di­ 
vided."—Capt. Arthur Hunt Chute, in 
the North American Review,
